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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered, 
but were not found persuasive. The arguments have been addressed in prior office actions. For example, applicant continues to argue 
that no pointer is passed to cryptographic information, although in applicant's argument, he states "the applications simply pass 
parameters and receive results from the services of the common library". Bihlmeyer discloses passing void pointers (column 7 lines 44- 
47). This does not mean the information passed is void. A void pointer can still point to information, and Bihlmeyer clearly discloses that 
it does (column 7 lines 52-54). He uses void pointers to protect the information and lets the library and application format it. As bihlmeyer 
states, these techniques are well known to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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
